Rainwater has apparently been leach- 
ing lead and other contaminants from the 
Taracorp waste pile at 15th and State 
streets, leaving surrounding ground- 
water highly contaminated. 

The contamination appeared in two 
recent testing series performed on 

ater from the U.S. Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency’s monitoring wells 
around the site. Previous tests had not 
shown any contamination, but EPA offi- 
cials now say those tests-were flawed. 

According to the EPA figures, water 
from Sight of the 14 monitoring wells 
showed levels of lead that exceed the 
maximum safe level under the federal 
Safe Drinking Water Act. 
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In addition to lead, some of the wells 
also showed high levels of arsenic, cadmi- 
um and chromium that exceeded the 
maximum safe levels. 

The pile is made up of scrap battery 
casings and slag from a former second- 
an smelter operated at the site. 

t had been designated as the repository 
for lead-contaminated soil and -other 
material collected in the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency’s $35 million 
Taracorp Superfund cleanup. 

Brad Bradley, the EPA's project man- 
ager for the Taracorp Superfund, said the 
discovery of groundwater contamination 
haS caused the EPA to re-evaluate its 
plans for the pile. .

Chief Mike 
Buckr was listed in good con- 
dition Monday—afternoon at 
Memorial Hospital after he was 
shot twice during a routine traf- 
> stop. One bullet went through 
“his hand and the other grazed 
his abdomen. 

Caseyville Sgt. Ron Tamburel- 
lo said Monday that police are 
looking for two male suspects in 
connection with the shooting. 

Caseyville Police Officer J.D. 
Roth said he was in the'station a 
few minutes before 4 a.m. when 
“Buckner called in'the traffic stop 
at Black Lane and Bunkum 
Road: Roth said he” got in his__ 
squad car to head that way, 
“because was late and he was 
by himsel - 

But while on his way, he said 
he heard Bijckner calling in ‘to 
the dispatcher over the. radio, 
shouting and very excited.

Edgar announced Monday that 
he would ask the islature to 
appropriate $12.7 million to con- 
vert the abandoned Assumption 
High School into a 600-bed mini- 
mum security prison.

crowded prison system. 

“Tm totally supportive of the 
governor on this,’’ Flinn said. 
“Not only is it in an area that 
sorely needs it, but-besides the 
money, it.creates a few addition- 
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al j by the time we finish it 
it creates a number of per-_ 
manent in the area.”” 

He said the state is in great 
need of additional prisan space, 
so the money won't be wasted. 

Howard Peters Ill, director of

Younge also asked for exami- 
nation of laws requiring manda- 
tory incarceration for some Iaw- 
breakers.

Leavi house guests out-of it, 
I would disagree with him about 
the fish. It should be kept in the 
refrigerator no longer than two 
days. How a fish smells though 
is one of the best ways to check 
the, freshness of this highly per- 
ishable food. Fish with a strong 
“fishy’’ or ammonia smell has 
passed its prime and should be 
discarded. ; 

Buying fresh fish calls for the 
use of sight and touch, as’ well 
as smell. For whole fish I look 
for bright, unblemished skin ahd 
eyes that are clear-and some- 
what bulging. The flesh also 
should have a translucent sheen, 
with no trace of slime. Dark, 
discolored or dull flesh—espe- 
cially if it looks~ dry and 
mushy—is another sign of deteri- 
oration in fresh fish. 

Another clue to freshness is 
how firm the flesh feels. Fresh 
fish springs back when pressed 
with a finger.

seem a bit high. However, most 
forms of fish, especially steaks 
and filets, have little or no 
waste. A pound easily makes 
fotr servings. Special sale prices 
during Lent make this a good 
time to buy fresh fish at a gro- 
cery store or fish market. Not 
only are prices good, but larger 
sales volume increases the likeli- 


- hood of getting truly: fresh fish. 


Fresh fish is seldom available 
in my small town, but high-qual- 
ity frozen fish is a good alterna- 
tive. I look for packages that-are 
not open, torn or crushed around 
the edges, or that show signs of 
frost or ice crystals. These “are 
indicators that the fish has been 
around a long time or that it bas 
thawed and been refrozen.

lf another bow! of oatmeal or 
another bran muffin does not 
offer incentive for variety in eat 
ing fiber for daily health, look in 
othér directions. 

The sense of adventure takes 
the cook — or non-cook — to the 
pantry and the- produce section 
of the market for a few easy-to- 
find ingredients. 

Fiber is divided into two cate- 
gories, soluble and insoluble. 
both of which are needed to 
maintain a healthy diet 

Traditionally called *‘*rough- 
age,”’ insoluble fiber is found in 
canned products as well as fresh 
foods iber serves to speed the 
passage of food through the 
digestive system. Soluble fiber 
— also available in fresh, frozen 
and canned beans, fruits and 
vegetables — not only moves 
food through the body, but also 
is being considered as a possible 
player in lowering blood choles- 
terol levels 

While Americans consume an 
average of 11 grams of dietary 
fiber daily, the National Cancer 
Institute recommends an 
increase to 25 to 35 grams a day 
Fiber’s importance will be 
underlined when new food, labels 
come to the market witha die 
tary fiber listing required.

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Tea is flavorful as well as fateful

Tea's fate might be in its 
leaves, but so is its flavor. 

That is why when Sam Twin- 
ing — the ninth generation to be 
in the tea family of the same 
name — came to St. Louis 
recently, he was introduced over 
a luncheon that featured his 
favorite beverage asa flavoring 
in foods. 

Jeff_ Early,chef~ of Faust’s 
Restaurant at the Adam’s Mark 
Hotel, prepared the dishes for 
Twining and guests. 

“It was a fairly new area for 
me to work with,” Early said. *‘I 
enjoyed the research and looking 
into all the different flavors the 
Twining teas offer, including 
tasting them, smelling them and 
judging what would go best." 

Early inspiration from a 
dinner he had while studying in 
France. A woman who worked 
exclusively with herbs and teas 
created a meal from start to fin- 
ish, including pies and sorbets, 
for the tobacco council there. 

For the luncheon in St. Louis, 
he accompanied the salad with 
duck rubbed both on the inside 
and outside with sweetened Chi- 
na oolong tea. First, he smoked 
the meat about an hour, using 
Lapsang souchong~tea over a 
gentle fire, and finally baked it. 

Early used black currant. tea 
with sugar and sweet spices as a 
rub for the main course of roast- 
ed lamb loin. The same blend 
was used with some fat from the 
meat to make a sauce. 

At home Early keeps a second

1 the tea is absolutely edi- 
ble, so there is no problem using 
it as a rub,” he said. 

For a simple adaptation on a 
home stove top, he recommends 
using a non-Teflon pot or cake 
pan with a lid, putting a’steamer 
rack in the pot to hold the meat. 
Traditionally, the tea would be 
mixed with uncooked rice so it 
holds the flavor longer during 
smoking. Early said the proce- 
dure without the rice uses more 


tea. 
For the palate-cleansing ice, 
he used mine tea. 


“The fruit-type teas were defi- 
nitely easier to work with, espe- 
cially in the context of a’ rub,” 
he said. *‘However, the jasmine 
was a surprise. It’ was So light 
and delicate when it was hot, but 
then it was very vivid in the sor- 
bet. The floral lends itself to the 
cold usage.”’ 

He froze the jasmine granite
